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Chairman's  message 

The  past  year  has  seen  the  implementation  of  exciting  new  initiatives  and  directions  at  the  Alberta 
Sport,  Recreation,  Parks  and  Wildlife  Foundation. The  Foundation  addressed  recommendations 
in  the  Alberta  Sport  Plan  by  enhancing  existing  programs  and  implementing  a number  of 
new  projects.  Increased  annual  funding  to  provincial  sport  and  recreation  associations 
supported  their  capacity  to  implement  programs  and  provide  support  to  their 
volunteers.  There  was  also  an  increase  in  funding  to  the  network  of  regional  sport 
centres,  the  Hosting  Grant  program,  and  other  provincial  programs.  The  Alberta 
55  Plus  Winter  Games  were  officially  launched  in  2007  with  the  announcement 
of  Lethbridge  as  the  host  of  the  2009  Alberta  55  Plus  Winter  Games. 

In  collaboration  with  Sport  Canada  and  the  Sport  Participation  Initiative,  the  Foundation  was 
able  to  encourage  participation  in  sports  for  under-represented  groups,  such  as  girls,  women, 
Aboriginal  people,  and  persons  with  disabilities,  through  support  provided  to  provincial  sport 
and  recreation  associations  that  specifically  targeted  these  groups. 

As  well,  the  Aboriginal  Bi-lateral  Project  helped  increase  the  capacity  of  the  Indigenous  Sport 
Council  to  improve  and  expand  sport  and  recreation  activities  for  Aboriginal  youth. 

The  Foundation  continues  to  emphasize  and  promote  the  benefits  of  an  active  healthy 
way  of  life  for  all  Albertans.  Implementation  of  the  Alberta  Active  Living  Strategy  has 
been  ongoing  since  the  development  of  recommendations  in  1998.  In  the  past  year, 
the  Foundation  supported  projects  focused  on  older  adults,  children  and  youth.  A 
partnership  with  the  Public  Heatth  Agency  of  Canada,  Alberta  Health  and  Wellness,  and 
the  Foundation  provided  financial  support  to  the  promotion  of  active  living  and  healthy 
weights,  and  the  implementation  of  projects  intended  to  target  this  goal. 

Through  the  processes  of  consultation,  facilitation  and  collaboration,  the  Foundation 
offers  a wide  variety  of  sport,  recreation,  active  living,  park  and  wildlife  programs 
and  services.  The  Foundation  recognizes  the  invaluable  role  that  volunteers  play  in  the 
delivery  of  sport  and  recreation  at  the  provincial  and  local  level  - volunteers  are  indeed 
the  cornerstone  in  the  delivery  of  sport  and  recreation.

The  Foundation  is  supported  by  Alberta  Lotteries  and  reports  to  the 
Minister  of  Alberta  Tourism,  Parks,  Recreation  and  Culture.  None  of 
the  events,  programs  and  services  detailed  in  this  Annual  Report  would 
be  possible  without  the  help  from  the  Foundation’s  many  partners, 
including  sport,  recreation  and  active  living  organizations,  communities, 
businesses,  and  the  thousands  of  volunteers.  2007-2008  was  a strong  year 
filled  with  success  stories  and  triumphs.  The  Foundation  looks  forward  to 
participating  in  the  future  of  Alberta  for  many  more  years  to  come.

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Active  Living  is  a way  of  life,  making  healthy  lifestyle  choices  and  incorporating  physical 
activity  every  day.  As  part  of  its  mission,  the  Foundation  is  dedicated  to  providing 
Active  Living  programs  and  services  to  help  Albertans  with  healthier  choices  and 
foster  environments  conducive  to  active  living.  The  Foundation  also  supports  the 
development  and  distribution  of  active  living  research  and  information  in  Alberta, 
and  providing  quality  education  and  training  to  all  practitioners.  Partnering 
with  communities,  the  Foundation  can  help  develop  a healthier  Alberta 
where  we  all  live,  work,  learn  and  play  together. 


Active  living 

According  to  the  2004  Canadian  Community  Health  Survey, 
nearly  62%  of  adults  and  22%  of  children  and  adolescents 
were  overweight  or  obese  in  Alberta.  In  2007-2008,  those 
numbers  continued  to  increase,  especially  the  rates  of 
obesity  among  children.  A 2004  study  also  notes  the 
economic  burden  of  physical  inactivity,  estimating  a $5.3 
billion  burden  on  our  nation’s  health  care  system.  Not 
surprising,  considering  obesity  is  linked  to  heart  disease, 
diabetes,  certain  types  of  cancers,  and  a multitude  of  other 
illness.  Change  does  not  come  easily,  but  the  choices  people 
make  can  go  a long  way  towards  improving  the  quality  of  life 
in  Alberta.  The  Foundation  is  working  to  make  those  healthy 
choices  more  widely  available  and  accessible. 

Alberta's  Active  Living  Agencies 

In  2007-2008,  the  Foundation  provided  $1.6  million  in 
annual  operational  assistance  to  17  organizations  focused  on 
increasing  the  number  of  physically  active  Albertans  and  the 
practitioners  who  assist  them. 

The  Be  Fit  for  Life  Network  (BFFL),  comprised  of  nine 
regional  Centres  hosted  by  post-secondary  education 
institutions,  provided  services,  programs  and  resources 
to  promote  the  health  benefits  of  physical  activity.  In 
2007-2008,  the  Network  reached  134  communities,  offering 
7,338  programs  and  services  to  over  201,000  participants. 

The  Foundation  is  proud  to  support  the  many  practitioners  in 
schools,  communities  and  the  workplace  across  the  province. 
The  Schools  Come  Alive  program  reached  over  4,700  Alberta 
teachers  through  workshops,  and  the  Ever  Active  Schools 
program  held  three  symposia  to  inspire  active  healthy  living 
among  47  school  teams  of  staff,  students  and  parents.  As 
well,  the  Alberta  Fitness  Leadership  Certification  Association 
delivered  standards  of  excellence  in  fitness  leadership, 
training  and  certifying  fitness  leaders  and  trainers. 

The  Alberta  Centre  for  Active  Living  reached  86,000 
practitioners,  decision  makers  and  researchers  through 
websites,  publications  and  communications  on  physical 


activity.  On  average,  90%  of  practitioners  accessed  active 
living  programs  and  services  through  Alberta’s  Active  Living 
partner  agencies. 

Alberta's  Active  Living  Strategy 

In  2007-2008,  the  Foundation  granted  $145,000  to  various 
projects  and  programs  focused  on  keeping  olders  adults, 
children  and  youth  active.  The  Rural  Route  to  Aging 
project  encouraged  and  supported  active  seniors  in  rural 
and  remote  areas,  and  over  3,000  people  participated  in 
the  SHAPE’S  Walk/Bike  to  School  project  in  an  attempt  to 
break  a Guinness  World  Record.  Other  successful  projects 
include  the  Fitness  Leader  35  project,  which  developed 
the  curriculum  for  a high  school  credit  course,  the  Battle 
River  Project,  which  provided  district  wide  support  to 
implement  the  Ever  Active  Schools  program,  and  the  High 
Five  program,  which  focused  on  providing  quality  assurance 
for  children’s  recreation  and  sport  programs. 


Children  and  Youth 

Research  shows  that  active  youth  and  children  tend  to  grow 
up  to  be  active  adults.  The  Foundation  ensures  a healthier 
future  by  fostering  and  supporting  programs  and  services 
encouraging  children  and  youth  to  be  physically  active. 

The  Live  Outside  The  Box  grant  program  provided  project 
support  to  the  youth-based  programming  efforts  of  nine 
active  living  agencies  in  2007-2008.  The  program  focussed 
on  increasing  physical  activity  among  10  to  14  year  olds 
across  Alberta.  As  part  of  this  program,  the  Lethbridge 
College  Centre  introduced  the  Boys  in  Motion  program 
where  25  boys  participated  in  a variety  of  active  living 
and  healthy  lifestyle  activities.  The  Foundation  helped 
the  Calgary  and  District  BFFL  with  new  fitness  equipment 
and  education  for  over  600  students  attending  high-need 
schools  in  the  Calgary  area.  The  Foundation  also  continued 
to  support  Canada’s  SummerActive  and  Winter  Active 
campaigns,  successfully  launching  events  in  school 
communities.  61,000  Albertans  and  178  schools  participated 
in  30  minutes  of  activity  in  chilly  temperatures  for  the 
Winter  Walk  Day. 

Other  initiatives  supported  by  the  Foundation  in  2007-2008 
include  the  Alberta  Milk’s  Power  to  Play  program  which 
promotes  and  delivers  active  living  and  nutrition  education 
in  schools,  and  the  first  memorandum  of  understanding 
between  the  Foundation,  the  Public  Health  Agency  of 
Canada,  and  Alberta  Health  and  Wellness  to  fund  new 
projects  contributing  to  active  living  and  healthy  eating 
opportunities  for  children  and  youth.

let  the  games  begin 


The  spirit  of  competition.  Community  pride.  Fair  play.  It  all  comes  together  at  the 
multi-sport  games  hosted  throughout  the  province— the  Ganada,  Western  Canada, 
Arctic,  and  Alberta  Summer  and  Winter  Games.  The  Foundation  stands  by  each 
of  these  celebrations  of  athleticism  where  athletes  of  all  levels  can  realize  their 
potential.  This  is  a showcase  for  not  only  the  talents  and  skills  of  the  athletes 
and  coaches,  but  also  for  the  power  of  community  as  a unifying  force. 

It  is  why  the  Foundation  is  proud  to  financially  support  Alberta  communities 
who  host  multi-sport  games,  as  well  as  funding  and  helping  to  prepare  the 
athletes,  officials  and  coaches  who  make  these  Games  shine. 


Alberta  Winter  Games  (February  14-17, 2008) 

For  four  days  in  February,  the  only  thing  you  would  hear  on 
the  crisp  air  of  the  City  of  Leduc  was  the  buzz  surrounding 
the  Alberta  Winter  Games.  Beginning  with  opening 
ceremonies  at  Castrol  Raceway,  2,800  athletes,  coaches 
and  officials  took  part  in  24  winter  sports.  The  Foundation 
and  the  province  committed  $1  million  dollars  and  the 
community  raised  an  additional  million  dollars  through 
corporate  sponsorship,  admission  sales,  souvenir  sales  and 
casinos.  The  Games  would  not  have  happened  without  the 
dedication  and  hard  work  of  more  than  2,500  volunteers. 

All  the  hard  work  paid  off— -the  Games  were  a massive 
success.  4,000  spectators  were  expected  to  attend,  but 
over  6,000  spectators  showed  up  to  cheer  on  the  athletes. 
Economic  activity  from  the  Games  generated  $3.8  million  in 
the  City  of  Leduc  and  surrounding  areas  and  the  jobs  created 
by  the  Games  created  $523,397  in  wages  and  salaries  for  the 
province  of  Alberta.  Along  with  the  Foundation,  the  Games 
would  not  have  been  possible  without  assistance  from  the 
City  of  Leduc,  Leduc  County,  Black  Gold  School  Division, 
and  the  St.  Thomas  Aquinas  Roman  Catholic  School  Division. 


Arctic  Winter  Games  (March  9-15, 2008) 

In  March  of  2008,  athletes  from  north  of  the  55th  parrallet 
converged  onto  Yellowknife  for  the  20th  Arctic  Winter 
Games.  Hailing  from  the  Northwest  Territories,  Yukon, 
Nunavut,  Alaska,  Greenland,  Russia,  and  the  Saami  Region, 
these  athletes  celebrated  the  potential  of  Northern  youth 
and  shared  cultural  values  in  friendly  competition  during  this 
bi-annual  international  sport  festival. 

This  year,  Team  Alberta  North  captured  29  gold  medals,  36 
silver  medals  and  24  bronze  medals  to  finish  fourth  overall.  The 
Foundation  is  proud  to  have  supported  the  team  and  appreciates 
all  the  hard  work  of  the  athletes,  coaches  and  volunteers. 


Western  Canada  Summer  Games  (August  3-n,  2007) 
The  Western  Canada  Summer  Games  took  place  in 
Strathcona  County  and  continued  its  long  tradition  of 
celebrating  amateur  athletes  on  their  journey  towards  the 
national  and  international  stage. 

Over  2,300  athletes,  coaches  and  officials,  including 
wheelchair  athletes  and  Special  Olympians,  from  the  four 


Western  provinces  and  three  Territories  took  part  in  17 
sporting  events.  They  were  assisted  by  3,000  volunteers, 
who  did  everything  from  welcoming  athletes  to  serving 
food.  By  the  end  of  the  Games,  over  15,000  spectators 
came  to  cheer  on  the  athletes. 

The  Foundation  helped  bring  Team  Alberta’s  414 
athletes  and  coaches  to  the  Games  and  is  proud  of  the 
team’s  second  place  finish  with  61  gold,  57  silver  and 
68  bronze  medals. 

Alberta  55  Plus  Games  (July  26-29, 2007) 

Formerly  known  as  the  Alberta  Seniors  Games,  the  Alberta 
55  Plus  Games  is  a four  day  event  that  brings  the  spirit 
of  competition  and  fun  to  the  seniors  of  the  Province. 

In  partnership  with  the  Alberta  55  Plus  Association,  the 
Foundation  helps  promote  healthy  lifestyles  regardless  of 
age  through  the  Games.  In  July  of  2007,  the  Games  were 
held  in  Fort  Saskatchewan  where  1,091  participants  from 
all  over  Alberta  competed  in  such  events  as  golf,  tennis, 
cycling,  swimming,  track  and  creative  writing.  It  was  the 
largest  event  the  City  of  Fort  Saskatchewan  has  ever 
hosted,  thanks  to  the  efforts  of  over  800  volunteers. 

Hosting  Program 

The  Foundation  believes  sports  are  community  events. 
Through  the  Hosting  Program,  the  Foundation  provides 
financial  support  to  communities  who  host  major  events. 
In  developing  sport,  recreation,  parks  and  wildlife 
programs,  communities  and  associations  can  help 
promote  economic  growth  throughout  the  Province. 

In  2007-2008,  the  Foundation  received  109  applications 
for  funding  through  the  Hosting  Program.  Of  those 
applications,  94  were  granted  a total  of  $496,500  in 
financial  support,  including  90  sporting  events,  such  as  the 
2007  Major  Prairie  Little  League  Baseball  Championships 
and  the  Boys  & Girls  Clubs  of  Alberta  National  Youth 
Conference,  and  various  parks  and  wildlife  programs  such 
as  the  5th  Annual  National  Fly  Fishing  Championship  and 
Conservation  Symposium. 
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You  only  have  to  look  around  to  know  you  are  in  Alberta.  From  the  badlands  to  the  Rocky 
Mountains,  the  blue  skies  and  the  unforgettable  rivers  and  lakes,  Alberta  is  home 
to  a uniquely  beautiful  environment  and  it  belongs  to  Albertans.  The  Foundation  is 
dedicated  to  not  only  preserving  these  natural  areas,  but  also  opening  them  to  the 
people  of  the  province.  We  manage  donated  lands  and  assets,  support  parks 
and  wildlife  related  projects  and  assist  with  training  a dedicated  parks  and 
wildlife  network.  Partnering  with  the  private  sector,  non-governmental 
organizations  and  other  levels  of  government,  we  continue  to  protect 
Alberta's  natural  legacies. 


Managed  Recreational  Trails 

The  Foundation  is  proud  to  partner  with  the  Alberta 
TrailNet  Society  in  helping  Albertans  and  visitors  access  and 
experience  the  many  trails  of  this  Province.  As  a not-for- 
profit  organization,  the  Society  organizes  and  promotes 
the  safe  and  sustainable  use  of  recreation  trails,  serving  as 
an  information  resource  and  mapping  the  trails  of  Alberta, 
particularly  those  trails  beyond  the  mountain  park  region. 
The  Society  is  in  the  process  of  developing  a provincial  trail 
database  to  help  identify  approved  trails  as  to  examine 
patterns  and  the  impact  of  unmanaged  land  access. 


Municipal  Recreation/Tourism  Area  Projects 

Alberta  is  a beautiful  province  that  attracts  tourists  from 
all  over  every  year.  As  those  visitors  and  the  people  of  the 
Province  expect  to  have  the  best  experience  possible,  the 
Municipal  Recreation/Tourism  Area  Projects  (MR/TA 
Projects)  of  the  Foundation  ensure  the  safe  maintenance 
of  outdoor  public  recreation  facilities.  As  well,  these 
projects  enable  communities  to  improve  local  amenities 
and  assist  local  businesses  with  the  aim  to  encourage  tourism 
in  the  Province. 

In  2007-2008,  the  Foundation  provided  operating  grants 
totaling  $1,493,600  to  260  MR/TA  Projects  throughout 
Alberta.  From  baseball  tournaments  to  overnight  camping 
visits,  these  Projects  benefited  3,033,338  visitors  and 
Albertans  who  participated  in  16,416  events  this  year.  Not 
only  promoting  tourism  in  the  Province,  these  events 
encouraged  an  invigorated  spirit  of  volunteerism  with  19,814 
volunteers  putting  in  242,103  hours  to  operate  and  maintain 
facilities  for  these  events. 

Park  and  Wildlife  Ventures 

The  conservation  of  the  many  natural  areas  and  wildlife 
habitats  of  Alberta  is  a priority  for  the  Foundation.  The  Park 
and  Wildlife  Ventures  program  promotes  the  growth  of 
private  land  conservation  through  charitable  land  donations, 
land  purchases,  land  management,  partnerships  with 
conservation  groups,  fundraising  and  consultative  services. 

In  this  way,  the  Foundation  not  only  promotes  awareness 
of  conservation,  but  also  helps  conserve  water  and  natural 
areas  vital  to  wildlife  and  ecological  stability. 

Currently,  the  Foundation  holds  21  land  projects  and 
eight  trust  accounts  in  Alberta  for  the  sole  purpose  of 
conservation.  Still,  such  efforts  require  the  collaborative 
assistance  of  landowners,  community  groups,  industry, 
government  agencies,  non-government  agencies, 
volunteers  and  donors.  The  Foundation  takes  on  the 
important  task  of  conservation  with  pride  and  passion, 
to  ensure  future  generations  have  an  opportunity  to 
experience  Alberta’s  natural  areas. 


empowering  albertans 


Every  Albertan  deserves  a better  life,  regardless  of  birthplace  or 
background.  Striving  to  improve  the  quality  of  life  in  Alberta  and 
benefit  everyone  through  sport  and  recreation,  the  Foundation  provides 
financial  support  to  eligible  sport  and  recreation  organizations.  As 
well,  the  Foundation  fosters  a spirit  of  cooperation,  volunteerism  and 
self-sufficiency  within  the  communities  of  Alberta  through  programs  such 
as  the  Ganadian  Sport  for  Life  project,  which  supports  the  long  term 
development  of  athletes,  and  the  multitude  of  development  and  coaching  programs. 

Every  year,  the  Foundation  provides  approximately  $8.5  million  to  over  103  provincial 
sport  and  recreation  associations  in  Alberta,  who  in  turn  provide  services  to  over  1.2  million 
Albertans.  The  Foundation  is  proud  to  have  our  programs  and  services  play  a vital  role  in  the 
success  of  these  provincial  and  community  volunteer  organizations. 


Development  Initiatives  Program 

The  Foundation  supports  Albertans  of  all  walks  of  life  in 
their  pursuit  of  sport  and  recreation.  From  the  individual 
applicant  to  a wide  variety  of  organizations,  the  Program  grants 
funding  for  creative  and  innovative  projects  and  programs 
that  benefit  the  community  and  beyond.  For  2007-2008,  the 
Program  received  356  applications  requesting  $1,530,192.  Of 
those  356  applications,  276  were  granted  funding,  including 
$345,460  for  174  approved  sport  applications,  $180,810  for  59 
approved  recreation  applications,  $45,100  for  16  approved  parks 
applications,  and  $96,833  for  27  approved  wildlife  applications. 

Sport  Participation  Initiative 

The  benefits  of  sport  are  many,  but  sometimes  certain  groups 
in  Alberta  face  challenges  in  getting  the  same  opportunities 
as  everybody  else.  The  Sport  Participation  Initiative,  in 
cooperation  with  Sport  Canada,  allocates  over  $800,000 
a year  to  fund  11  different  projects  to  help  such  groups. 

Girls  and  women,  Aboriginals,  persons  with  disabilities  and 
economically  disadvantaged  youth  have  all  benefited  from  the 
success  of  this  initiative. 

Coaching 

As  some  of  the  best  and  brightest  leaders  in  Alberta,  coaches 
serve  our  communities  as  positive  role  models  and  mentor 
our  children  from  the  playground  all  the  way  to  the  Olympic 
podium.  According  to  the  latest  survey  from  Statistics  Canada, 
Alberta’s  athletes  have  benefited  from  the  dedication  and  hard 
work  of  231,000  coaches.  The  need  for  experienced  coaches 
continues  to  grow,  though,  and  The  Foundation  is  dedicated  in 
fulfilling  that  need. 

The  Coach  and  Official  Development  Initiatives 

The  Coach  and  Official  Development  Initiatives  granted 
$50,000  in  2007  and  2008  to  help  fund  education  and 
development  for  coaches  and  officials.  According  to  the 
Coaching  Association  of  Canada,  7,767  Alberta  coaches  from 
over  154  communities  participated  in  725  workshops  as  part 
of  the  National  Coaching  Certification  Program.  As  welt,  2,527 
coaches  completed  the  multi-sport  NCCP  modules/program 
coordinated  by  the  Foundation  in  2007-2008. 


High  Performance  Coaching  Development 

The  High  Performance  Coaching  Development  program 
strives  to  increase  the  number  of  coaching  positions  in 
Alberta,  as  well  as  encourage  the  development  of  existing 
coaches.  In  this  way,  the  Foundation  ensures  athletes  receive 
the  level  of  coaching  they  need  to  proudly  represent 
the  Province  at  the  Canada  Games,  Alberta  Games,  the 
Paralympics  and  the  Olympics. 

In  2007-2008, 24  Provincial  Sport  Associations  employed  High 
Performance  Coaches  through  the  Program  and  31  coaches 
received  the  funding  they  needed  for  further  development. 
Currently,  71  professional  coaches  from  Alberta  serve  as 
proud  members  of  the  Coaches  of  Canada.  The  support  and 
development  of  these  coaches  have  helped  mentor  450  other 
coaches  in  Alberta  and  benefited  over  2,000  athletes. 

Alberta  Sport  Development  Centres  Network 

The  Foundation  supports  the  development  of  Alberta’s 
emerging  athletes  and  coaches  through  the  Alberta  Sport 
Development  Centres  Network.  In  collaboration  with  the 
Canadian  Sport  Centre  Calgary,  Sport  Canada  and  post- 
secondary institutions  such  as  Red  Deer  College,  Keyano 
College,  Grand  Prairie  Regional  College  and  Medicine  Hat 
College,  this  comprehensive  network  of  centres  coordinate 
services  for  high  performace  athletes  and  coaches  in 
the  region.  These  services  include  mental  training,  sport 
nutrition,  sport  performance  testing  and  educational 
“Winning  Edge”  seminars. 

Along  with  an  established  centre  in  Red  Deer,  additional 
centres  were  announced  for  Fort  McMuray,  Grande  Prairie 
and  Medicine  Hat  in  2007-2008  to  ensure  Alberta’s  emerging 
athletes  and  coaches  are  able  to  reach  their  full  potential. 


Alberta's  Aboriginal  Community 

Throughout  this  Province’s  rich  history,  Aboriginal 
communities  have  made  proud  contributions  to  both 
Alberta’s  heritage  and  culture.  In  recent  years,  though. 
Aboriginal  communities  face  difficult  challenges. 

It  is  why  the  Foundation  supports  programs  promoting 
leadership  and  unity  in  Aboriginal  communities  to  ensure 
they  continue  to  make  important  contributions  for 
generations  to  come. 

The  Aboriginal  Bi-lateral  Project 

The  Foundation  recognizes  the  difficulties  remote 
Aboriginal  communities  face,  including  limited  access  to 
resources.  The  Aboriginal  Bi-lateral  Project  reaches  out 
to  remote  Aboriginal  communities  and  provides  them 
the  tools  and  resource  to  help  train  effective  leaders  in 
sport  and  recreation. 

The  2007-2008  year  marked  an  increased  awareness  in 
the  Project,  as  the  Foundation  invested  $100,000  into  the 
Project  which  was  matched  by  Sport  Canada. 

Alberta's  Future  Leaders  Program 

Partnering  with  communities,  private  enterprises, 
non-profit  organizations  and  government  agencies,  the 
Alberta’s  Future  Leaders  program  promotes  the  success 
of  youth  leaders  in  Aboriginal  communities.  Not  only  do 
these  youth  leaders  receive  training,  but  they  also  work 
with  mentors  who  teach  team  work  and  leadership 
skills.  After  the  Program,  the  youth  leaders  continue  to 
enrich  their  communities  by  fostering  an  environment  of 
volunteerism,  developing  community  sports  and  initiating 
the  renovation/construction  of  facilities. 

Between  May  and  August  of  2007, 11  communities  enrolled 
46  youth  leaders  into  the  program,  which  lead  to  full  time 
recreation/youth  development  positions  in  18  communities. 
As  well,  there  was  a marked  increase  in  the  number  of 
programming  hours,  from  3,102  hours  to  8,506  hours 
and  the  total  number  of  participant  service  hours  increased 
from  60,067  to  68,435.

NOTES  TO  THE  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 

Year  ended  March  31,  2008 


NOTE  1 • Authority  and  Purpose 

The  Alberta  Sport,  Recreation,  Parks  and  Wildlife  Foundation 
(Foundation)  operates  under  the  authority  of  the  Alberta  Sport, 
Recreation,  Parks  and  Wildlife  Foundation  Act,  Chapter  A-34,  Revised 
Statutes  of  Alberta  2000. 

The  purpose  of  the  Foundation  is  to  support  enhancement  of  sport, 
recreation,  parks  and  wildlife  programs  for  all  Albertans. 

The  Foundation  is  a Crown  agent  of  the  Government  of  Alberta  and  as 
such  has  a tax  exempt  status. 

NOTE  2 • Summary  of  Significant  Accounting 
Policies  and  Reporting  Practices 

These  financial  statements  are  prepared  in  accordance  with  Canadian 
generally  accepted  accounting  principles  for  the  public  sector  as 
recommended  by  the  Public  Sector  Accounting  Board  of  the  Canadian 
institute  of  Chartered  Accountants. 

(a)  Reporting  Entity 

The  reporting  entity  is  the  Alberta  Sport,  Recreation,  Parks  and 
Wildlife  Foundation,  which  is  part  of  the  Ministry  of  Tourism,  Parks, 
Recreation  and  Culture  (Ministry)  and  for  which  the  Minister  of 
Tourism,  Parks,  and  Recreation  and  the  Minister  of  Culture  and 
Community  Spirit  (Ministers)  are  accountable.  The  Ministry  Annual 
Report  provides  a more  comprehensive  accounting  of  the  financial 
position  and  results  of  the  Ministry’s  operations  for  which  the 
Ministers  are  accountable. 

(b)  Basis  of  Financial  Reporting 
Fund  Accounting 

Transactions  are  grouped,  for  accounting  and  reporting  purposes, 
into  funds  in  accordance  with  specified  activities  or  objectives. 
These  funds  are  described  as  follows: 

• The  operating  fund  accounts  for  revenues  and  expenses 
associated  with  the  primary  activities  of  the  Foundation; 

• The  restricted  fund  accounts  for  non-government  contributions 
received  for  which  donors  have  specified  the  purpose, 
restricted  interest  earned,  related  expenses  incurred,  and  funds 
restricted  by  the  Board  of  Directors;  and 

• The  endowment  fund  accounts  for  contributions  received 
under  various  agreements  with  sponsors  and  matching  funds 
provided  by  the  Foundation.  Interest  earned  on  the  existing 
endowment  funds  can  only  be  used  to  fund  various  sport 
programs,  and  are  therefore  recorded  as  part  of  the  restricted 
fund.  The  principal  must  remain  intact. 


Revenues 

All  revenues  are  reported  on  the  accrual  basis  of  accounting.  Cash 
received  for  which  goods  or  services  have  not  been  provided  by 
year  end  is  recorded  as  unearned  revenue. 

Donations  are  recognized  as  revenues  when  they  are  received. 
Donations  of  materials  and  services  that  would  otherwise  have 
been  purchased  are  recorded  at  fair  value  at  the  date  of  donation 
when  fair  value  can  reasonably  be  determined. 

Internal  Government  Transfers 

Internal  government  transfers  are  transfers  between  entities 
within  the  government  reporting  entity  where  the  entity  making 
the  transfer  does  not  receive  any  goods  or  services  directly  in 
return. 

Transfers  from  Government  of  Canada 

Transfers  from  Government  of  Canada  are  recognized  as  revenue 
when  authorized  by  federal  legislation  or  federal/provincial 
agreements,  eligibility  criteria  if  any  are  met  and  a reasonable 
estimate  of  the  amounts  can  be  made. 

Expenses 

Directly  Incurred 

Directly  incurred  expenses  are  those  costs  the  Foundation  has 
primary  responsibility  and  accountability  for,  as  reflected  in  the 
Governments  budget  documents. 

Directly  incurred  expenses  include  amortization  of  tangible 
capital  assets. 

Grants  are  recorded  as  expenses  when  authorized  and  when  all 
eligibility  criteria  have  been  satisfied. 

Incurred  by  Others 

Services  contributed  by  other  entities  in  support  of  the 
Foundation’s  operations  are  disclosed  in  Schedule  4. 

Assets 

Financial  assets  of  the  Foundation  are  limited  to  financial  claims, 
such  as  advances  to  and  receivables  from  other  organizations  and 
individuals,  as  well  as  inventories  held  for  resale. 

Assets  acquired  by  right  are  not  included.  Tangible  capital  assets  of 
the  Foundation  are  recorded  at  historical  cost  and  amortized  on  a 
straight-line  basis  over  the  estimated  useful  lives  of  the  assets.  The 
threshold  for  capitalizing  new  systems  development  is  $100,000  and 
the  threshold  for  all  other  assets  is  $5,000.  All  land  is  capitalized. 


Donated  tangible  capital  assets  are  recorded  at  their  fair  value 
at  the  time  of  contribution. 

Artworks  are  not  recorded  as  assets.  Purchases  of  artworks  are 
expensed  in  the  period  in  which  the  items  are  acquired. 
Donations  of  artworks  and  collection  items  are  reported  as 
revenue  and  expenses  at  their  fair  value  when  fair  value  can  be 
determined.  When  fair  value  cannot  be  reasonably  determined, 
these  donations  are  recorded  at  nominal  value. 

Liabilities 

Liabilities  are  recorded  to  the  extent  that  they  represent  present 
obligations  as  a result  of  events  and  transactions  occurring  prior 
to  the  end  of  fiscal  year.  The  settlement  of  liabilities  will  result  in 
sacrifice  of  economic  benefits  in  the  future. 

Valuation  of  Financial  Assets  and  Liabilities 

Fair  value  is  the  amount  of  consideration  agreed  upon  in  an 
arm's  length  transaction  between  knowledgeable,  willing  parties 
who  are  under  no  compulsion  to  act. 

The  fair  values  of  accounts  receivable,  and  accounts  payable  and 
accrued  liabilities  are  estimated  to  approximate  their  carrying 
values  because  of  the  short-term  nature  of  these  instruments. 

Measurement  Uncertainty  (thousands  of  dollars) 

Measurement  uncertainty  exists  when  there  is  a variance 
between  the  recognized  or  disclosed  amount  and  another 
reasonably  possible  amount.  A contribution  was  included  in 
accounts  receivable  in  the  amount  of  $2,300  (2007  - Nil),  the 
final  amount  and/or  restrictions  on  use  are  subject  to  finalization 
through  the  legal  process. 

NOTE  3 • Cash  (thousands  of  dollars) 

Cash  consists  of  deposits  in  the  Consolidated  Cash  Investment  Trust 
Fund  (CCITF)  of  the  Province  of  Alberta.  CCITF  is  managed  with  the 
objective  of  providing  competitive  interest  income  to  depositors 
while  maintaining  appropriate  security  and  liquidity  of  depositors’ 
capital.  The  portfolio  is  comprised  of  high-quality  short-term  and 
mid-term  fixed-income  securities  with  a maximum  term-to-maturity 
of  three  years.  As  at  March  31,  2008,  securities  held  by  CCITF  have  an 
average  effective  market  yield  of  4.81%  (2007  - 4.36%)  per  annum. 

Cash  in  the  amount  of  $1,920  has  been  externally  restricted  and  $341 
has  been  internally  restricted  and  is  therefore  not  available  to  pay 
for  operating  expenses  of  the  Foundation  (Notes  6 and  7). 

Due  to  the  short-term  nature  of  these  deposits,  the  carrying  value 
approximates  fair  value.
